A Chinese language broadcast 
by the official Peiping radio, 
heard in Tokyo, said Gen. Nam II.

discuss.” 

The Red radio earlier accused, 
the United States and South Ko- 
rea of collaborating to free the 
prisoners. 

The armistice draft appears 
ready for signature as {soon as 
Chinese, English and Korean 
translations are approved. 

Observers predicted Rhee’s ar- 
bitrary action probably would not 
block signing of the truce, but 
they feared trouble later when 
the Allies must account for and 
hand over Red prisoners. 

There is the possibility, too, 
that Rhee could expand this first 
open revolt against the United 
Nations, upsetting the whole 


agreement. 
Assurance to Reds. 
The U.N, Command has assured 
the Reds it is taking “every step”

Other Developments. 
As the critical full-dress session

1. The Reds called off Friday’s 
meeting of interpreters believed 
working on the armistice draft at 
Panmunjom. ' 

2. The official Red Peiping 
radio accused Rhee of releasing 
the prisoners in order to impress 
them into the South Korean army 
and added the “Americans delib- 
erately connived” by taking no 
measures to prevent the break- 
outs. It also said the sincerity 
of the United States is “indeed 
put to an acid test.” 

3. Communist army engineers 
abruptly stopped construction of 
a building at Panmunjom which 
some observers thought might be

EISENHOWER 10 
FIND NEW BASIS 
FOR ARMISTICE 


Says Present Terms Are 
‘Death Warrant’ and 
That U.S. Guarantee 
Would Be of Little Ef. 


ficacy. 


SEOUL, June 19 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee disclosed to- 
day he asked President Eisenhow- 


instead of an arfnistice that would 
leave this battered peninsula di- 
vided. 

Rhee’s letter to the United 
States chief executive appeared 
to be a complete rejection of Ei- 


senhower’s pledge of June 6 to 
| give South Korea economic aid 
and to work for a mutual security 
pact if Rhee would accept an 
armistice nearing completion at 
Panmunjom. 

The letter was written on the 
eve of Rhee’s order freeing thou- 
sands of anti-Communist war pris- 
oners. 

“Your generous offers 
are highly appreciated hy all Ko- 
rean people for they are what we 
badly need,” Rhee wrote. “But 
when such offers come as a price 
for our acceptance of the armi- 
stice as we know it, they cannot 
but have little inducement, be- 
cause, as I have said before, to 
accept such an armistice is to ac- 
cept a death warrant. 

“As a.matter of fact, a mutual 
defense pact is what we have con- 
stantly sought, and we are behind 
it heart and soul, but if it is tied 
up with the armistice, its efficacy | 
would be diminished almost to a 
vanishing point.” 

Protest Against Terms. 
Rhee did not say specifically he 
would not eventually accept Eisen- 
hower's offer, but the whole tone 
of the. letter cried out against 
any armistice at this time. 

“The United Nations is now 
putting pressure on us in co- 
operating with it (an armistice); 
and is joining hands, it seems, 
with the enemy in this matter of 
armistice terms,” Rhee said. 

Rhee added little remained ex- 
cept the signing. of 


Yet, he said, “at this very mo- 
ment, the Communist forces are 
— a large scale offen- 
sive.“ ’ 

He said the Red drive on the 
east central front the past few 
days should be a warning of 
what to expect after an armistice. 

“The terms of the armistice, 
being what they are, the Com- 
munist buildup will go on un-

Says U. N. Backed Down. 

The spirited, 78-year-old Korean 
leader has fought most of his life 
for a free and unified Korea. His 
goal for his country appeared 
within grasp for the first ‘time in 
December 1950, when the Allies 
drove to the Yalu river after 
smashing the North Korean Com- 
munist armies. 

“In the first. year of this three- 
year-old war, both the United 
States and the United Nations al- 
ternately and repeatedly § an- 
nounced, as the war objectives, 
the establishment of a united, in- 
dependent and democratic Korea 
and the punishment of the ag- 
gressors,” Rhee said. 

“It was at the time of the 
United Nations drive to the Yalu 
that they made these announce- 
ments so that we naturally took 
them as their declared war ob- 


jectives. But later, when the 
Communist forces proved to be 
stronger than expected, the 


United Nations statesmen took to 
the interpretation that it had 
never been intended to unify Ko- 


en rea by war.

Rhee received without comment 
a cable from President Eisen- 
hower charging he had violated 
the authority of the United Na- 
tions Command in releasing the 
prisoners. A source close to ee 
said he has not yet replied, 

U.N, Command headquarters in 
Tokyo placed at 25,952 the total 
of Koreans escaping in the last 
two days, and 9398 those anti-Red 
Koreans remaining in custody. 
The figures differed somewhat 
with those released by the U.N. 
Prisonér of War Command, which 
said its totals were “rough.” 


Those making the break early 
today included 494 who battled 
United States Marines at Ascom 
City camp, near Seoul’s port of 
Inchon on the west coast. The 
U.N. commaand said the Marines 
had replaced ROK guards at the 
camp before the South Koreans 
had opportunity “for collusion.” 


Efforts at Recapture. 

The U.N. command assured the 
Communists via courier that it 
was making “every effort” to 
round up the prisoners—but it 
appeared an almost impossible 
taask. 

Some reports from Pusan indi- 
cated there was no concentrated 
effort to récapture the priscners 
in that area. One group appeared 
openly at a ward office to draw 
civilian identification cards. 

In response to a query by the 
Associated Press on what was be- 
ing done to recapture the POWs 
throughout South Korea, a spokes- 
man for the U.N. prisoner com- 
mand said: 

“Patrols are circulating in the 
vicinity of the camps to pick up 
stragglers. Broadcasts are being 
made over the radio and public 
address systems urging the re- 
turn of the prisoners. There will 
be no reprisals.” 

In Seoul the mass breaks were 
hailed by hundreds of high school 
girls in two parades. They shauted 
“we heartily welcome the released 
risoners.” a 

40 Prisoners Killed. 
Besides the mass break early 
Friday at Ascom City, hundreds 
of prisoners bolted at U.N. Camp 
4 at Yongchon, in south-central 
Korea; Camp No. 5 at Sang-Mudai 
and Pusan and a handful at 
Taegu. » 

At Ascom City, 13 prisoners 
were killed by gunfire and 17 
were trampled to death as 494 
other P.O.W.s clawed through a 
barbed wire fence to freedom. 
Ten more P.O.W.s died later of 
ee to boost the death toll 
to 40.

CHAINED SON’S PLEA 
SAVES MAN FROM 
JAIL SENTENCE 


GENEVA, III., June 19 (AP)— 
Louis Molner, who punished his 
12-year-old son by chaining him 
to a chair, escaped a jail , 
tence because the boy did fet 
want him sent away. 
Imposing a fine of $500 and 
costs against Molner yesterday, 
County Judge Charles G. Seidel 
told him: “The only reason I am 
not sending you to jail is that 
your son didn’t want you to go 
to. jail.” 
The judge told Molner, 41, a 
research engineer, he could have 
sent him to jail for a year and 
fined him up to $1000. He was 
charged with endangering the 
life and health of his son, Gary. 
Judge Seidel told the boy’s 
mother he could have found her 
equally guilty with her husband 
for going to her job and leaving 
her son tied up like an animal.

Frankfurter, whose views were 
read by Chief Justice Vinson, said

(The United Press pointed out 
that all nine Justices were on the 
bench, but Frankfurter did not 
take advantage of the opportunity 
to express his own views.

tion in the case.) 

The announcement of the 
denial of a new stay was read 
by Vinson, who said that ques- 
tions involving clemency were 
not within the province of the 
Supreme Court. 


In his letter to the President, 
Bloch said “the nation and the 
world would be shocked if, with 
so much doubt, the Rosenberg's 
execution would be carried out.” 


He told the President “I de- 
mand you be offered sufficient 
—* to consider this serious mat - 
er.“ 

Shame and Disgrace.’ 

“Our country will suffer ever- 
lasting shame and disgrace un- 
less the executions are stayed and 
commutation and pardon are 
granted,” the letter said. 

“Tens of millions throughout 
the world condemn the death 
sentences, Our alliances are put 
in serious jeopardy because of 
the result of this case. 

“For sake of American tradi- 
tion, prestige and influence, I 
urge redress for the Rosenbergs.” 

The Rosenbergs were eating 
lunch at New York’s Sing Sing 


prison when they received word, 
via the prison radio loudspeaker, 
that the Supreme Court had 
wiped out the stay of execution 
that Douglag had granted. There 
was no immediate word as to their 
reaction. 

Attorneys for the Rosenbergs 
filed the plea for clemency with 
the Department of Justice earlier 
this week. 

The petition was delivered to 
the White House yesterday, it 
was learned. In the petition, 
prepared by their lawyer but 
signed by the Rosenbergs, the 
condemned couple declared: “We 
told the truth: We are innocent. 

truth does not change. We 
now again solemnly declare our 
innocence.” 

Extraordinary SeSsion. 

The court convened in extraor- 
dinary session yesterday to deal 
specifically with the stay, issued 
by Douglas only the day before. 

Douglas, in court today, spoke 
up strongly in dissent. 

“I know that I am right on the 
law,” he declared. 

Justice Frankfurter stated in 
the court session that the ques- 
tions raised by the issuance of the 
Douglas stay were “complicated 
and novel.”

Executioner at Prison. 


The electric chair had been 
tested. The executioner was on 
the prison grounds. All leaves 
had been cancelled for prison 
guards and the full complement 
of 290 men was either on duty 
or on call against possible dem- 
onstrations by sympathizers. 

All but the final preparations 
for the executions, such as shav- 
ing of the prisoners’ heads, had 
been made. 

Then, an hour after the prison 
dinner had been served, a bulle- 
tin came over radio loudspeakers 
in ‘the death house where the 
Rosenbergs and 12 other persons, 
all men, are awaiting execution. 

Minutes later, Denno personal- 
ly confirmed the bulletin to the 
Rosenbergs. 

“I guess they were relieved,” 


Denno said, but neither one 
showed much emotion either 
Way.“ 


Three other execution dates 
had been stayed in the more than 
two years the couple has spent in 
the death house. None, however. 
came at such a late moment as 
that of yesterday. 


Their Wedding Anniversary. 


The day-long death watch was 
on the fourteenth anniversary of 
the Rosenbergs’ wedding. Twice 
during the day they had been 
permitted to talk through a 
screen for an hour and a half as 
guards stood in corridors nearby. 
There still is a possibility that 
the Rosenbergs could escape death 
by confessing all they may know 
‘about atomic espionage. The 
Government has indicated they 
could win clemency by talking. 
The Rosenbergs have maintained 
they are innocent. 

According to informed sources 
in New York, plans have been 
made to keep a telephone line 
open beween the death house and 
the Department of Justice in 
Washington—so that a last-min- 
ute presidential reprieve would 
be possible in the event the Ros- 
enbergs opened up. 


Chaplain Visits Pair. 


The prison’s Jewish chaplain, 
Rabbi Irving Koslowe of Mamaro- 
neck, N.Y., was their only visitor 
yesterday. The chaplain remained 
in the prison for an hour after 
news of the Supreme Court’s re- 
cess had been announced. 

He said he spoke with the cou- 
ple after the announcement, but 
he declined to discuss their re- 
action. 

If the executions are held to- 
night, the Rosenbergs would die 
on a religious holiday. Both are 
from Jewish families, and the He- 
brew Sabbath begins Friday at 
sundown. 

Denno said that normally such 
circumstances are not permitted 
to interfere with scheduled exe- 
cutions.

U.S. Cancels Grant When 
Instructor’s Wife Re- 
fuses to Say If She Is 
a Red. 


NEW YORK, June 19 (UP)—A 
Brooklyn College professor lost 
a government scholarship to 
study in Italy for a year today 
after his wife refused to tell 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy 
whether she was a Communist. 

The Wisconsin Republican, who 
sat alone as the Senate perma- 
nent investigating subcommittee, 
informed Dr. Napthtali Lewis, 
the professor, at the end of a 
brief morning session at the Fed- 
eral Court building that the State 
Department had canceled Lewis's 
Fulbright scholarship for study at 
the University of Florence, Italy. 
Lewis has denied membership in 
the Communist party. 

“I thinks that’s an excellent 
idea,” Mcfarthy said of the can- 
cellation. He had told Lewis that 
the American people did not 
want “to pay” scholars to act as 
“ambassadors of good will” 
abroad if there was any doubt 
about their political views. 

The subcommittee is investigat- 
ing the State Department's inter- 
national student exchange pro- 
gram. McCarthy said the subcom- 
mittee had evidence that Mrs. 
Helen B. Lewis, the professor’s 
wife, had been a Communist and 
once held* cell meetings in her 
home. 

“Mrs. Lewis testified she had 
never admitted her political views 
to her husband in the presence of 
others. 

(The Associated Press said Mc- 
Carthy, in pressing Lewis to tell 
if his wife ever, attended Red 
meetings, told Lewis the law did 
not give him the privilege of re- 


any Communist activitics by her 
when others were present, but 
only if he learned it when they 
were alone.) 

Lewis told McCarthy it struck 
him as “grotesque” that the sub- 
committee should “invade the 
privacy of his marriage.” 

Lewis said he saw “nothing

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP)

point” pricing by business. Rep- 
‘resentative Walter (Dem.), Penn- 
sylvania, called the change sig- 
nificant. 

The position of the commissfon 
was outlined in a letter intro- 
duced by Walter as a Judiciary 
subcommittee started -hearings on 
a number of bills to legalize com- 
petitive pricing practices clouded

freight charges. 

Walter told reporters this rep- 
resented a reversal of the posi- 
tion of the commission on a sub- 
ject which has been the center of 
controversy in Congress for the 
past four years. 

The commission split 3 to 2 in 
its opinion, as expressed by the 
letter, with Commissioners James 


M. Mead and Stephen J. Spingarn 


dissenting.

and opposed a bill by Senator 
Kefauver (Dem.), Tennessee, 
which would make it a violation 
of the anti-trust laws.

Oppenheimer Says Atom Lead 
Bombs to Destroy Each Other 


Foes Have the 


Stockpiles Then Matter Much Less Than 
‘Art of Delivery and Art of Defense’ in 
Which This Country Could Do Much 
More Than It Is Doing. é‘

WASHINGTON. 


T IS unprecedented for a mere magazine article to be passed 
on by the National Security Council. 


The highest policy-making 


organ of the American Government is not in the business of giving 
clearances. In the past, indeed, the council has only taken advance 
notice of such portentous official utterances as the announcement 
of the first Soviet atomic explosion in September, 1949. 


In an informal sense, at any 
rate, the first exception to these 
rules is an article on “Atomic 
Weapons and American Policy,” 
by Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
appearing in the current issue of 
“Foreign Affairs.” 


This article by the great scien- 
tist who had the largest responsi- 
bility for the bomb that fell on 
Hiroshima, was originally pre- 
pared as an address to a select 
group of students of foreign rela- 
tions. The address, though off 
the record, caused expressions of 
concern by the staff of the Na- 
tional Security Council. Hence the 
Security Council had to be asked 
whether there was any obstacle, 
when “Foreign Affairs” wanted 
to give the address to a larger 
public, A species of “nihil obstat,” 
which was not a formal clearance, 
and did not impiy either approval 
or disapproval, was granted in 
the. end. 


Guess on Red Atomic Progress. 


Against this background, there 
is special interest in Dr. Oppen- 
heimer’s efforts to look at the 
atomic armaments race in “the 
large light of history, if indeed 
there is to be history,” and to “re- 
veal the nature of it, without re- 
vealing anything.” Dr. Oppen- 
heimer, it should be noted, is 
neither specific nor sensational. 
He does not deal in numbers of 
atomic bombs or precise methods 
of delivery, in kilotons or mega- 
deaths. He begins simply, by re- 
cording his own “rough guess” as 
to Soviet atomic progress. 

„J think,” he writes, “that the 
U.S.S.R. is about four years be- 
hind us. And I think that the 
scale of its operation is not as 
big as ours was four years ago. 
Me may be something like half as 

ig.“ 


Remarking 
comfortably reassuring,” 
then proceeds to show the cold- 
ness of the comfort of our so- 
called “atomic lead.” He re- 
minds his readers that the 
primitive bomb that fell on 
Hiroshima killed 70,000 people. 
He suggests that an atomic lead 
does not matter very much 
when both sides have enou 7h 
bombs, much more terrible 
than the bomb that fell on Hi- 
roshima, so that they can utterly 
destroy each other. He bleakly 
remarks that in these circum- 

' stances, types of bombs and 

‘ sizes of atomic s es mat- 

ter much less than “the art of 
delivery and the art of de- 
fense.” 

“There has been relatively lit- 
tle done to secure our defense 
against the atom,” he adds grimly. 
And a little later, he says fur- 
ther: “We may anticipate a state 
of affairs in which two great 
powers will each be in a position 
to put an end to the civilization 
and life of the other, though not 
without risking its own. We may 
be likened to two scorpions in a 
bottle, each capable of killing the 
other, but only at the risk of his 


to make for serenity; and the 
basic fact that needs to be com- 
municated is that the time in 
which this will happen is short.” 

Within this short time, Dr. Op- 
penheimer continues, the highest 
need is for “the greatest attaina- 
ble freedom of action.” 

Te attain, and te maintain, 
this national freedem of action, 
Dr. Oppenheimer offers three 

hs. First, tell our 
people the facts, Seoond, tell 
our Allies the facts. Third, do 
what can be done to improve 
our air defenses. 

The main facts are known. to 
the enemy, he declares. Moreover 
our people and our Allies are 
owed the facts. The very workings 
of our free society depend upon 
the free “interplay, the conflict 
of opinion and debate,” and from 

“publie opinion (confidence) 

that it knows the truth.” 

“I do not think,” he says, “that 
a country like ours can in any 
real sense survive if we are 
afraid of our people.” 

As to the improvement of our 

air defenses, Dr. Oppenheimer 
admits that no air defense sys- 
tem now envisioned will consti- 
tute “a permanent solution of 
the problem of the atom.” But, 
he goes on, “that is no reason for 
not doing a little better than we 
are doing.” 
He points out that “develop- 
ment in munitions, aircraft and 
missiles” (new) procedures for 
obtaining and analyzing informa- 
tion,” and “above all the effective 
use of space in air defense,” have 
now been studied by a highly 
qualified committee headed by 
Dr. Mervin J. Kelly of the Bell 
Laboratories. This committee, he 
indicates, has at least shown the 
way we should go. 

Delaying the Defense. 

A. better air defense, he con- 
cludes, “will mean, first of all, 
some delay in the imminence of 
the threat. (It) will mean a dis- 
incentive—a defensive deterrent 
—to the Soviet Union. (It) will 
mean that the time when the So- 
viet ‘union can be confident of 
destroying the productive power 
of America will be somewhat fur- 
ther off—very much further off 
than if we did nothing. (It) will 
mean, even to our Allies, that the 
continued existence of a strong 
America will be a solid certainty 
which should discourage the out- 
break of war.” 

This, you would think, ought 
not to have agitated anyone, much 
less the eminent staff of the Na- 
tional Security Council. -Why 
then was there a threat of an of- 
ficial attack of nerves, about this 
rigidly restricted, painfully incom- 
plete speaking-out? The answer 
is as simple as it is unpleasant. 

If the plain truth about the na- 
tional situation is told to the 
American people, something will 
have to be done about it. Some- 
thing cannot be done about it, 
while we also pursue a happy pol- 
icy of business-as-usual. So the

Rhee’s act of sabotage in releasing North 
Korean prisoners was certainly a unilateral act 
in violation of the authority of the U.N. com- 
mand, as Secretary Dulles Has said. The worst 
of it was that he not only showed his own con- 
tempt for the U.N., but that ROK troops obeyed 
his and not the U.N. command's orders. Until 
the authority of the U.N. is restored, the truce is 
in danger, the security of U.N. troops is in 
danger, and the fate of U.N. prisoners still in 
Communist hands is in doubt. 

According to a United Press dispatch from 
Tokyo, Gen. Mark W. Clark had heard Rhee 
say that he did not intend to let a neutral com- 
mission take over the North Korean prisoners, 
and had warned Washington that Rhee might 
seek to wreck the armistice by releasing the 
prisaners. 

It this report is true, then there is ample 
justification for the Senate investigation pro- 
posed by Senator Hendrickson (Rep.), of New 
Jersey. At the very least, the report indicates 
a catastrophie error of judgment in estimating 
Rhee’s intentions and capabilities, and a serious 
failure to take precautions against the very act 
which Rhee has now committed. 

A few weeks ago, Washington officials made 
an amazing miscalculation of United Nations 


sentiment when they proposed a truce plan 


which departed from U.N. principles in the 
interest of appeasing Rhee. Waving retrieved 
that mistake at the urgent behest of our allies, 
they now appear to have made an equally mis- 
taken appraisal of Rhee. As Senator Hendrick- 
son says, “careful handling of an explosive situ- 
ation should have been in order, not the bun- 
gling away of more American lives.” 

But locking the barn door is not so impor- 
tant as making sure that no other horses are 
stolen. The U.N. command must move vigorous- 
ly to re-establish its shattered authority.

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Exit of Ellis Slack 


Neither Attorney General Brownell nor Ellis 
Stack will comment on reports that Slack is 
being fired from the Justice Department. But 
in view of Mr. Brownell’s housecleaning and 
Mr. Slack's record, the dismissal would surprise 
nobody, especially the principals. 

Slack joined the Justice Department's tax di- 
vision in 1947, St. Louis became aware of him 
in early 1951 during the grand jury investigation 
of Internal Revenue Collector James P. Fin- 
negan, who was later sentenced to prison. The 
Justice Department sent Slack out here and he 
tried to block the grand jury's work. 

Later that year the Chelf subcommittee ques- 
tloned Slack. He said he knew something was 
wrong in Finnegan's office but thought it was 
a matter for the department's criminal division, 
not the tax office. After hearing this lame ex- 
euse, the subcommittee concluded that Slack’s 
memory was “unduly clouded” and that his 
“original devotion to principle and legal tradi- 
tion was dulled in the corrosive Washington fog.” 

The Slack case was, of course, only one in- 
stance of the low estate, to which federal tax 
affairs had fallen at that time. It has never been 
made clear whether Slack acted on orders from 
higher up in the attempt to whitewash the Fin- 
negan case. In any event it is hardly remarkable 
now that Attorney General Brownell might wish 
Ellis Slack to resign. 
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Opportunity in Webster Groves 

Webster Groves freeholders who are wonder- 
ing what form of government they ought to 
propose in their home-rule charter might find 
much of interest across the county line in De 
Soto. Efficient operation of local government 
in De Soto has made possible a 30-cent*tax cut 
without hurting municipal services. This did 
not happen overnight. Civie leaders in De Soto 
attribute the community’s enviable position to 
adoption of a council-manager government in 
1948.

Once Again, Steel Up 
Thanks to decontrol, nobody but the steel 
industry had anything to say about the $4 price 
increase which has been announced following 


an agreement on wagés. Nearly everybody, how- | 


ever will experience the consequences if high- 
er steel prices are translated into higher prices 
all along the line, as they usually are. 

Once again steel, the traditional bellwether 
of the economy, has contributed an inflationary 
influence at a time when national policy calls 
for stabilization. The result may not be another 
round of inflation. Deflationary factors which 
are also at work may counteract this influence 
on the other side. But if the country escapes 
another twist of the wage-price spiral it will be 
no thanks to steel. The steel industry is looking 
after itself, not after the country—which after 
all, is the meaning of decontrol. 

Last year, after a 53-day strike, the steel in- 
dustry accepted a 16-cent-an-hour average wage 
increase coupled with a price increase of $5.20 
a ton. 

If a price increase of $5.20 was adequate to 
cover a wage increase of 16 cents, then it would 
seem reasonable to expect that this year’s wage 
increase, averaging eight and one-half cents an 
hour, could be covered by a price increase of 
around $2.50. The steel industry, however, is 
raising its prices not $2.50 a ton but $4—which 


evidently represents a tidy margin above the

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From Wenatchee to Washington 

The Interior Department has finally released 
two engineers’ reports strongly in favor of a 
‘publicly-owned dam at Hell's Canyon on the 
Snake river. . 

Release of these reports just now may seem 
a little odd because five weeks ago Secretary 
of Interior McKay withdrew his department's 
opposition, before the FPC, to the Idaho Power 
Co.’s plans to build three private dams on the 
Snake. These dams would rule out building a 
federal dam. Moreover, the engineers’ reports 
assert that the private dams would produce 
about half as much power, and contribute al- 
most nothing to flood control and irrigation. 

Why did the Interior Department, which once 
favored and now under Mr. McKay apparently 
opposes the federal dam, wait so long to release 
the favorable report? 

One answer seems to be that the Wenatchee 
(Wash.) World charged last week that the de- 
partment was suppressing the first report by 
John S. Cotton, former FPC chief engineer and 
now a private consultant. The Interior Depart- 
ment sat on these reports for a long time. But 
apparently the seat got hot. 
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Taxes in County and City 

The St. Louis County Council has-ordered a 
tax reduction of two cents on each $100 of valu- 
ation. One can only be happy—and a little bit 
envious — whenever a neighbor’s taxes come 
down. We feel that way now, and we felt that 
way when Clayton was able to reduce its tax 
rates because of the income derived from its 
booming shopping center. 

But we are compelled to remind the resi- 
dents of the county that their communities are 
but part of a great metropolitan area. They exist 
because St. Louis exists. Directly and indirectly, 
they are in many ways dependent on the core 
city. And it is only fair that they should bear 
some small share of the expenses of the city. 

We hope that the tax cut in the county will 
remind its citizens of the need of St. Louis for 
their financial support in the form of the earn- 
ings tax—most of which, of course, will come 
from St. Louis residents. 

We trust that county residents generally will 
second County Supervisor Luman F. Matthews’ 
indorsement of the earnings tax. And we trust 
further that they will join in the appeal to Gov. 
Phil M. Donnelly for a special session of the 
Legislature to extend the city’s authority to levy 
the earnings tax. It is essential for the best in- 

terests of the whole metropolitan area. 
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Illinois for Bi-State 


The Illinois General Assembly has left no 
doubt as to where the responsibility will lie if 
the Bi-State Development Agency is denied 
state funds to continue its work for the St: Louis 
metropolitan area. | 

Hilinois contains a much smaller share of the 
metropolitan area’s population than Missouri, 
yet it is the Illinois legislators, and not those at 
Jefferson City, who have passed a $28,430 ap- 
propriation for Bi-State. 

Properly enough, the Illinois Legislature has 
attached one string to the fund—it shall not be 
disbursed unless Missouri also contributes. 

That puts the future of Bi-State squarely up 
to Missouri. * 
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‘ Relative to an Ascent 

More relativity than might have been fore- 
seen has gone into the record of the first ascent 
of Mount Everest. The first of them, of course, 
is that the mountain itself, in relation to all the 
other mountains on Earth, is the highest. Col. 

John Hunt, whose relationship to the expedition 
was that of leader, sent the news of the success- 
ful’ adventure as a coronation gift te Queen 
Elizabeth, This. was considered particularly ap- 
propriate because Mount ‘Everest, the feat of 
scaling it, and the coronation were all of rela- 
tively the same order of magnitude—namely, 
the first. 

At this point the relativities begin to become 
somewhat obscure. Relative to the summit of 
Everest, Col. Hunt, who presented the accom- 
plishment to the Queen, didn’t quite get there. 
Edward P. Hillary, first announced as one of 
two men who were the first to reach the sum- 
mit, has been described in some dispatches as 
the second, (Relative to New Zealand, Mr. Hil- 
‘lary was the first New Zealander to stand atop 
Earth's highest point). Bhutia Tensing, a Sher- 
pa tribesman who was mentioned as Mr. Hil- 
lary's companion at the finish, is credited by 
Indian sources with actually having been the 
first to reach the top, though non-Indian sources. 
insist it was Mr. Hillary. 

Tribesman Tensing’s reward will be relatively 
small. Relative to Mount Everest, it will not be as 
large. Relative to the coronation, it will not be 
as grand. Relative to the fame which Col. Hunt 
and Mr. Hillary have won, it wüll not be as 
bright. It will be $30 in cash. 

Relative to the fellow guides, porters and 
coolies who are giving it to him, however, it is 
a fabulous amount of money—whether as fabu- 
lous as Mount Everest, or the coronation of a 
queen of empire, we do not pretend to know: but 
abundantly fabulous. At the same time it would 
not have been enough to allow Bhutia Tensing 
to ascend much more than a quarter of the way 
to one of the better seats at the coronation. |

By the time a man gets to the White 
House, he is old enough so that his per- 
sonal patterns have already been set. 
Hence, a President has to find his relaxa- 
tion in the same way that he found it be- 
fore he became Chief Executive. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower is no exception. 
When he wants.to rid his mind of the 
world’s cares, he uses the same methods he 
followed when he was preparing for the 
invasion of Normandy, when he was chief 
of staff of the Army in the Pentagon, 
when he headed in 
France the military 
forces of the North 
Atlantic Treaty coun- 
tries. 

Eisenhower finds 
his relief, not in ab- 
stract ideas, but in 
concrete things— 
things he can take {a 
in his hands. That 
is why it is beneficial @ 
to him to play golf, 
to paint pictures, to 
play bridge. 

He probably does 
about as little read- 
ing as any man who 
ever has occupied the White House. 

Whereas a man like Harry S. Truman 
was happy when reading a biography of 
Thomas Jefferson, Andrew Jackson or 
Abraham Lincoln, Eisenhower, though he 
must be interested in the views or actions 
of the men who preceded him, does not 
learn of them through biography.

After his blow-up over Pearson's column, 
Allen is reputed to have exacted a promise 
from Eisenhower that he would not read 
Pearson in the future. 

That promise has been easy to keep, 
because the President seldom reads even 
newspapers. He follows the habit.he ac- 
quired while in high military command of 
receiving a digest of news from a member 
of his staff. If he sees a particular story 
or article, it is because a staff member 
called it to his attention. 

The digest idea is carried even further. 
The staff-officer method of solving prob- 
lems, which generals acquire, continues in 
the White House. 

For example, if the problem arises of 
whether to build a Government power dam 
at Hell’s Canyon or let a privately owned 
power company build it, the President ex- 
pects “staff officer” Douglas McKay, Secre- 
tary of the Interior, to outline the problem 
and recommend the solution. 

There is a bit of folklore that Eisen- 
hower wants the problem and suggested 
solution to be confined to one sheet of 
paper. Nor, says that same bit of folklore, 
does he want alternative solutions pre- 
sented to him. 

They tell a story about a Pentagon offi- 
cer who virtually ruined his Army career 
by not only devoting three pages to a dis- 
cussion of a certain problem, but also dish- 
ing up three different ways to meet the 
issue, and inviting Eisenhower to choose.

Between: Books Ends 
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Malen kov, a Self-Made Man 


MALENKOV—STALIN'S SUCCESSOR, by Martia Eben. 

(McGraw-Hill, 284 pgs., $3.75.) 

Although Communist doctrine gives little 
weight to individual leaders and Soviet 
rulers have always been pathologically shy 
about their personal backgrounds, Georgi 
Malenkov, 51-year-old successor to Stalin, 
is a shadowy figure even to Russians. 
However, Martin Ebon, who wrote the 
encyclopedic “World Communism Today” 
in 1948, has assembled a creditable and 
highly readable biography by drawing on 
Soviet sources and the insights of others. 
While one may not agree with all his opin- 
ions, his analyses are clear, and he has 
seen his subject whole. 

He sizes up Malenkov as a self-made

SOLOMON, WHO MIGHT well be termed an 
all-American conductor, gained his experience 
through native means ranging from college town 
symphony to a WPA orchestra. The first conduc- 
tor to win all three top national awards, and at 
present conductor of the Buffalo Philharmonic 
Orchestra, he began his career as a boy prodigy 
violinist in Kansas City, 

He was only 13 years old when musically inter- 
ested persons were sufficiently impressed by his 
talent to finance his study. At 18 he was appoint- 
ed to the music faculty of Michigan State College 
at Lansing, Mich., organized the symphony orches- 
tra there, and became its conductor, 


„ 


IN 1936, he took over the conducting of the IIli- 
nois Symphony Orchestra, a WPA project, and 
gained national acclaim from his revitalization of 
the orchestra and especially his concentration on 
modern works. Several years later, he added to 
this the conducting of the Women’s Symphony of 
Chicago, 94 musicians of whom he says, “Never 
have I had a group that worked more conscien- 
tiously.” In 1941 the city of Columbus, O., asked 
him to help them organize an orchestra and for 
a while he handled a rugged schedule. 

“I would leave Chicago every Saturday at mid- 
night, rehearse the orchestra in Columbus on Sun- 
day and return to Chicago on wrong | to take over 
my duties of conducting the Illinois Symphony and 
the Women's Symphony, the latter including a 
coast-to-coast broadcast each) week.

N CONTRAST to the broad and uninhibited comedy of the 
stage production of Jan de Hartog’s play, “THE FOUR

HIROSHIMA, Japan. 

T IS a long trip by train 

from Osaka to Hiroshima.

so much water ,in my life. 
Everything looks flooded as a 
result, I suppose, 2 yesterday's 
typhoon. 

It must de e tor the 
farmers for those little wheat 
fields are inundated, and while 
the rice may be all right it 
looks as though much of it is 
washed away.

‘TO ARRIVE in Hiroshima is 
an emotional experience. Here 
is where the first A-bomb ever 
to be dropped on human beings, 
actually was used, 

The people of the United 
States believe that the Presi- 
dent and our military leaders 
thought long and carefully be- 
fore they used this dreaded 
weapon. We know that while 
the head of the state must think 
first of the welfare of his own 
people, consideration was given 
to the fact that if the war went 
on, there would be in many 
parts of the world many lives 
lost and much damage done. 
And in Japan, itself, step by 
step fighting from one end to 
the other would mean complete 
devastation and _ incalculable 
loss of life. 

In spite of this conviction, 
we still cannot see a city and 
be told of the area that was 
destroyed, the people who died 
or were injured, some of them 
still suffering from the resuits 
of those wounds—we cannot go 
and look at the model of the 
city showing what it looked like 
after the bomb had dropped 
and fire had swept through the 
city—we can’t see the photo- 
graphs of some of the victims, 
without a deep sadness. , 

To see the orphanage where 
children, whose parents diéd, 
are still being cared for is im- 
possible without wishing with 
our whole hearts that men 
could learn from this that the 
time has come when we know 
too well how to destroy and 
we must learn instead how to 
prevent such destruction.

IT IS USELESS to say that 
Germany started the war and 
began the research which we 
were then obliged to take over 
and which led to the discovery 
of the atomic bomb. 

I can remember only too well 
my husband's feeling and the 
feeling of the people of the 
United States when we first 
heard of Pearl Harbor. Pearl 
Harbor was only the final ac- 
tion which resulted from years 
of growing misun 
and antipathies throughout the 
world. Out of all this came 
Hiroshima. 

But it is not only here that 
civilian men and women suf- 
fered. All over the world 
civilians suffered as a result of 
the last war and the increase in 
our power of destruction. So 
it seems to me the only really 
helpful thing we can do is to 
pledge ourselves to strive for 
the elimination of the causes 
of war and for the greater 
awareness of the people, and 
to bringing about such arrange- 
ments as can only be made 
through the use of the United 
Nations. 

If we use this machinery set 
up through an organization 
such as the U. N., time must 
elapse before wars can be be- 
gun. People may then under- 
stand a little better and may 
have more chance to be heard. 

As one contemplates Hiro- 
shima, one can only say, “God 
grant to men greater wisdom 
in the future.”

Not the least of these will be 
the foods he likes the best at 
each meal of the day. The crown- 
ing choice will undoubtedly be his 
favorite cake. Although women 
have had the reputation of liking 
sweets more than men, in my ex- 
perience, it is the men who are 
the cake-eaters. 

The flavor is almost sure to be 
chocolate, either a white cake 
piled high with chocolate frosting, 
or a devil’s food. 

If a fond young daughter bakes 
and frosts the cake, one of the 
good white cake mixes may be 
used. With this, a simple butter 
frosting flavored with cocoa or 
chocolate may be the choice. For 
the devil’s food, which perhaps 


mother or an older daughter will 


prepare, I am giving a special and 
very rich recipe that a reader has 
requested. I consider it the very 
best recipe of this type in my 
collection. 
Cocoa Butter Frosting. 

Three and one-half cups (one 
pound) sifted confectioners’ sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt one-half 
cup cocoa, one-third cup butter, 
one-third cup hot milk (about), 
one-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift sugar, salt, and cocoa to- 
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gether. Cream butter. Add part 
of the sugar mixture gradually, 
blending well. Add remaining 
sugar mixture alternately with 
hot milk, beating after each addi- 
tion until smooth. n add va- 
nilla. Yield: two cups frosting, or 
enough to cover tops and sides of 
two eight-inch layers generously, 
Note: two squares melted choco- 
late may replace the cocoa. It 
should be added after the butter 
and sugar have been creamed. 
Rich Devil’s Food Cake. 

Two cups sifted cake flour, one 
teaspoon baking powder, three- 
fourths teaspoon baking soda, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half cup 
shortening, one-half cup white 
sugar, one and one-half cups 
brown sugar, firmly packed, four 
egg yolks, four squares chocolate, 
melted, three-fourths cup butter- 
milk or sour milk, two egg whites, 
stiffly beaten. 

Mix and sift flour, baking pow- 
der, soda and salt. Cream short- 
ening, add sugars slowly, and 
cream until fluffy. Add egg 
yolks, one at a time, beating well 
after each addition. Add melted 
chocolate and blend thoroughly. 
Add sifted dry ingredients alter- 
nately with buttermilk or sour 
milk, stirring well after each ad- 
dition. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites, 

Bake in three greased eight- 
inch layer cake pans in moderate 
oven (350 degrees) 30 to 40 min- 
utes. Cool and frost with double 
boiler frosting, using the two re- 
maining egg whites. Yield: three 
layers. 

Note: Add one and one-half 
cups ground nut meats or coconut 
with dry ingredients if desired. 
The flour should then be reduced 
from two cups to one and one- 
half cups,

The matter came up when I described the situation of 
Mrs. L. She had an 8-year old son who had lived with his 
aunt and uncle almost since he was weaned. She had three 
children much older and her husband deserted her when 
this baby came along. She had to get out and work, so 
the aunt and uncle took the little boy and have brought him 
up almost as their own. When he visited his mother he felt 
like a stranger, and cried to go back to what he considered 
his real home. *

HIS UNCLE AND AUNT have no children of their own, 
and now suggest that they will raise him until he is grown, 
or until he changes his mind. “We could take care of him 
at home now,” says Mrs. L. “It’s not easy for a mother to 
give away her own child. But if I took him back would I 
feel, 10 years from now, that I had deprived him of a 
better home? I'm terribly confused by this.” 

What did these people who had been touched by this 
type of tragedy advise for Mrs. L.? Virtually every one of 
them took the position that the boy should be allowed to 
stay with his uncle and aunt.

HERE ARE SOME of the points they made: 

He need not lose his own mother, any more than a 
child does who is sent to boarding school. The uncle and 
aunt will teach him about his mother, keep her memory 
fresh, and he can visit her frequently. 

The mother has her hands ‘full already, taking care of 
the other three children. 

The boy is reaching an age when he particularly needs 


the influence of a man—a father or father-substitute. The 
uncle can provide this, the mother can not. 
I believe these points are all well taken. The uncle 


and aunt appear to have been reasonable in their attitude. 
They are not selfishly possessive. They offer to let the boy 
leave any time he wants to. Mrs. L. is therefore not losing 
her child in the sense that she would if she.put him out for 
adoption. In the light of all the facts given, it looks to 
me as if the present arrangement is working out well and 
should be continued.

CAN’T do a thing with my hair!” is the wail in the mail 
66 | trom a high school girl. Maybe the same dry-hair 
problem bothers you in your pin-curl sessions, so why 
not lend an ear: 
“I have splitting hair-ends. I wash my hair once a week. 
I take a bath and wash my hair first thing. Almost every 
night I do my hair up in large pin-curls as it turns out best 
that way. It is necessary to do it up every night. Any advice 
you can give me will be taken very thankfully.” 
Answer—Split ends usually show that your hair is dry. 
If yours is dry, use a cream or oil shampoo every 10 days 
or two weeks. Be sure that your present method of shampooing 
includes thorough rinsing so no soap is left in the hair. 


Finish the shampoo with a “cream rinse” (liquid), sold 


at cosmetic counters. This softens dry, split ends; helps to 
prevent them, too. Use the cream rinse also to set pin-curls 
or use a brilliantine-like cream for pin-curls instead of water 
to prevent drying the ends of your hair further, because daily 
use of water helps to cause brittle, split ends. 

Doing your hair vn evorv rieht is hard on the ends, ia 
Try to use smaller curls so you can do it up less often. A 
firmer permanent might also help avoid setting your hair

Climbers Reach Safety at Camp II 


Very Last Ounce of Energy Enables Frozen, Blinded Men. to Reach Doctor and Medical Aid

This is the sixth Unstallment 
from the best-selling book, 
“Annapurna.” Yesterday's in- 
stallment told how the climb- 
ers, descending the mountain 
after reaching the summit, 
nearly lost their lives in an 
avalanche.

walk like this made my heart 
ache; he too had fallen in the 
avalanche and must have hit 
something with his jaw, for blood 
was oozing from the corners of 
his mouth.

It was terrible; my wooden feet 
kept slipping on the ice wall, and 
I could not grasp the thin line 
in my hands. Without letting go 
I endeavored to wind it around 
my hands, but they were swollen 
and the skin broke in several 
places. Great strips of it came 
away and stuck to the rope and 
the flesh was laid bare.

Just one more 
hour—I gave myself one more 
hour and then, wherever I was, I 
would lie down in the snow.

“TTING this limit somehow 
§ cheered me on. I kept slipping, 
and on the steep slope the Sher- 
pas could hardly hold me—it was 
miraculous that they did.

When would this agony come to 
an end? 

At last I was aware of some- 
thing beneath my feet—the ledge.

West opened the club king.

He did not, 
as so many declarers would, dis- 
card “worthless” clubs and dia- 
monds indischiminately from the 
dummy, since he did not actually 
need all the spades to bring home 
the contract, he was thoughtful 
enough to keep only four spades 
on the board, along with the 
blank diamond ace and the 
club 10. 

West, discarding as soundly as 
possible, held onto his four spades 
and the Q-J of clubs. Now, since 
a succesful spade finesse was vital, 
declarer led the spade queéen. 
West was not altruistically in-
